Maesteg man crashed into three 
vehicles after taking family car 


A MAN who had unlawfully taken his 
mother’s car, after which he crashed into 
three parked vehicles and accelerated 
towards a pedestrian, forcing him to leap 
to safety, has been sentenced to a one-year 
community order at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Matthew Davies (27), the court heard, had 
serious ongoing problems caused by a brain injury 
he suffered after being assaulted some years ago. 

Davies, of Heol Ty Gwyn, Maesteg, admitted 
charges of dangerous driving, driving without 
insurance and without a licence. 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said that on June 28, 
Davies took his mother’s Vauxhall Astra without 
permission. 

Soon afterwards, he collided with three vehicles 
on Davies Terrace, Maesteg. 

He hit a VW Passat, lost control and hit a Volvo 
before veering and hitting a Ford Galaxy. He then 
crashed into the wall of a terraced house. 

As he drove from the scene, he accelerated 
towards a resident, Anthony Bethley, who tried to 
stop him and had to leap to safety. 

“Davies sped off, but he left at the scene the car’s 
bumper with the registration plate.” 


He was arrested the following day at Maesteg 
police station and as a day had elapsed, police were 
unaware of his condition at the time of the offences. 

He gave them “no comment” interviews. 

The court heard he had previous convictions for 
30 offences, including burglary, aggravated vehicle 
taking, actual bodily harm and criminal damage. 

His counsel, Ruth Smith, said; “I acknowledge 
this case passes the custody threshold. It was serious 
dangerous driving and the resident felt unsafe.” 

She said Davies had told her that in the past, he 
had been the victim of an assault and when he took 
the car, he was suffering from anxiety. He also 
suffered from memory loss and panic attacks. 


Added Ms Smith: “On this night, he had taken 
some alcohol. He left his mother’s house believing 
he was in some danger from someone. He accepts 
this is not a satisfactory explanation.” 

She said he had a girlfriend who was helping him 
move along a crime-free path. 

In the past, she said, he had had alcohol 
problems. 

He expressed total remorse to those whose 
vehicles he damaged. She said he had also some 
time before attempted to take his own life. 

The community order involves 12 months 
supervision, an alcohol activity course, and he was 
also disqualified from driving for two years.

A JUDGE at Cardiff 
Crown Court has criticised 
an 18-month delay before a 
case involving two drug 
dealers was served. 

Judge Daniel Williams said 
such a delay was nothing less than 
“inordinate”. 

Claire Sung (42) of North 
Avenue, Kenfig Hill, admitted 
possessing amphetamine with 
intent to supply and being 
concerned in the supply of 
cannabis. 

Gareth Morgan (29) of 
Longacre, North Cornelly, pleaded 
guilty to being concerned in the 
supply of cannabis. 

Sung was jailed for 12 months, 
the sentence suspended for 18 
months and made subject to a 
supervision order for 18 months. 

Morgan received a 15-month 


sentence, suspended for 18 
months. He was also made subject 
to a supervision order for 18 
months and ordered to carry out 
150 hours unpaid work. 

Prosecutor John Warren said 
that in May last year, police 
searched a house in North Avenue, 
Kenfig Hill, and recovered mobile 
phones which had drug-related 
messages on them. 

In a freezer, they found 
amphetamine worth £260 plus 
£1,900 in cash. 

They searched the garage at a 
house in Tondu, where they found 
cannabis, which was being stored 
there by Morgan. 

Drug related messages were 
found on a number of other mobile 
phones. When arrested, Morgan 
said he was no longer involved 
with controlled drugs. 

Sung admitted possessing 


cannabis and said that she had 
been a long-term user of the drug. 

Sung was said to have 
convictions for being concerned in 
the supply of Class C drugs, for 
supplying amphetamine and 
possessing that drug and cannabis. 

Morgan had convictions for 
possessing drugs and possessing 
drugs with intent. 

Mike Hallett for Sung, said: 
“She suffers from emphysema. 
The offences. I’m afraid, speak for 
themselves.” 

Owen Williams for Morgan, 
said he realised the court could 
impose immediate imprisonment. 

“I ask the court to give him one 
last chance. He has not repeated 
the offending and has a 
meaningful life caring for his 
mother.” 

Each defendant was ordered to 
pay £100 victim surcharge.

GLAZING 
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Bridgend mother praises service 
for families with genetic disorder 



Clinical nurse specialist Delyth Townsend 


TO look at her, you 
would think Claire 
Flay-Petty, a 32- 
year-old mother of 
two from Bridgend, 
has always looked 
after herself. She is 
a vegetarian and a 
non-smoker. 

However, she has a 
genetic disorder which, if 
left untreated, can cause 
the arteries to narrow and 
clog, potentially leading 
to early coronary heart 
disease. 

Claire is among the 
many people with 
Familial 
Hypercholesterolaemia 
(FH) - a common 
disorder causing high 
cholesterol levels from 
birth - who benefit from 
the all-Wales FH service. 

She is looked after by 
her local clinic at 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital, which her 
father and brother also 
attend, as they have FH 
too. 

Claire said: “By and 
large, Fve been able to 
lead the same life as 
anyone else. I have to 
take two tablets once a 
day and that’s it - so 
really it’s nothing at all.” 

Claire did have 
additional support from 
ABMU when she and 
husband Jonathan 
decided they wanted to 
start a family. 


She explained; “If you 
want to have children 
you have to stop the 
medication some time in 
advance. 

“I’ve been off it most 
of the last five years 
while I was having my 
two children, and once 
you stop taking, it your 
cholesterol level shoots 
up straight away. 

“It was a calculated 
risk. Because I’d been on 
the treatment for some 
years. I’d got my 
cholesterol right down so 
the risk wasn’t as great as 
it might have been - but 
there was still a risk.” 

In the UK, roughly 
one in 500 people has 
FH, which equates to 
around 110,000-120,000, 
but only around a quarter 
of them have been 
identified. 

Although there are 
telltale signs, they often 
do not appear until 
middle age, if at all, 
meaning people with FH 
can be unaware of it until 
they or a family member 
have a heart attack at an 
early age. 

As most people 
receiving treatment can 
look forward to the same 
life expectancy as 
anyone else, it’s doubly 
important to diagnose it 
early. 

Once identified, FH 
can be controlled with 
the use of cholesterol¬ 
lowering medication 


combined with a healthy 
diet and lifestyle. 

A pilot FH screening 
service was run at 
Cardiff’s University 
Hospital of Wales and 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend 
from 2005-10. In 2010, 
funding was obtained 
from the Welsh 
Government and the 
British Heart Foundation 
for an all-Wales service. 

Delyth Townsend was 
involved in the pilot at 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

Although still based 
there, Delyth is now FH 
clinical nurse specialist 
for south west Wales - 
holding clinics 

throughout the ABMU 
and Hywel Dda health 
board areas. She said: 
“FH is a very common 
genetic condition that 
predisposes people to 
cardiovascular disease at 
a young age. 

“If it goes undetected, 
cholesterol levels are 
twice as high as they 
should be, but if 
identified can be easily 
treated. 

“By the age of 50 - 
and often younger than 
that - around half of men 
will have developed 
heart disease if it’s 
untreated. It’s very easy 
to diagnose but 
unfortunately too often it 
is not picked up until 
someone has a heart 


attack at an early age.” 

People are referred to 
the service by other 
health professionals. 
Anyone concerned about 
a family history of 
premature heart disease 
or high cholesterol can 
ask their GP for a 
cholesterol test. 

Delyth said: “If they 
have a first degree 
relative - parent, brother, 
sister or child - who has 
angina or had a heart 
attack under the age of 
60, or any other blood 
relative under the age of 
50 with premature heart 
disease, it’s worth getting 
checked out. 

“Alternatively, if there 
is a family history of high 
cholesterol*, it is also 


useful to seek advice. 

“It doesn’t necessarily 
mean they will have FH. 
But if a first degree 
family member has it, 
there is a 50-50 chance 
they will too.” 

Often patients are 
offered a genetic test, 
which is more reliable 
than a cholesterol test 
alone. If this proves 
positive, a genetic test 
will then be offered to 
other family members. 

Claire’s paternal 
grandmother had her first 
heart attack at 36, and 
died of a heart attack 
aged 54. Her father was 
diagnosed with high 
cholesterol in his early 
30s, while she and her 
brother had the same 
diagnosis aged 20 and 18 
respectively. 

As the genetic test was 
not available then, the 
diagnosis for the siblings 
was one of potential FH. 
They did not have 
confirmation until 2009. 

Since then, Claire’s 
brother has survived a 
heart attack while her 
father has had major 
heart surgery. 

All three attend the FH 
clinic at Princess of 
Wales Hospital and 
Claire praised the level 
of care they receive from 
Delyth and the other 
health professionals who 
look after them. 

Claire also received 
consultant-led care 
throughout both her 
pregnancies, with 
fortnightly blood 

pressure checks, 

obstetrician 
appointments and 

additional scans. 

She and Jonathan are 
the proud parents of 
Aneira, aged three, and 
new arrival Gwennan, 
who was born this 
summer. 

They know their 
daughters will be tested 
for FH, though not until 
they reach the age of 10. 

Claire said: “As a 
family we have benefited 
from the well organised, 
efficient and supportive 
FH service offered in 
Wales and will continue 
to do so as our family 
grows. 

“But the worrying 
thing is that so many 
people are unaware they 
may have FH. That’s 
why it is important 
awareness of the 
condition is raised.”

COWBRIDGE- 
based TV presenter 
Lucy Owen has put 
her own life as a 
working mum under 
the microscope for a 
programme to be 
shown next week. 

She is best known as 
the face of BBC Wales 
Today and X-Ray, but 
she is also a mum, and 
her son, Gabriel, goes to 
a local primary school. 

Like hundreds of 
thousands of women 
across Wales, she 
balances the demands of 
work and parenthood - 
and sometimes feels like 
she is falling short at 
both. 

The programme, Lucy 
Owen: Working Mum, 
concludes with Lucy 
being told the latest 
research and 
information on whether 
a child’s development 
can suffer when mum is 
at work. 

That tense finish to 
the 30-minute 
programme turned out to 
be an “emotional roller¬ 
coaster”. 

However, Lucy told 
The GEM that on the 
way she had met some 
“exceptional people”. 

She said: “I talked to 
a single mum, Bethan 
Lewis from Glyncorrwg, 
who is not only bringing 
up three children but is 
also juggling three 
different jobs. 

“I also met some 
mums who found work 
too inflexible, so they 


left and started their 
own businesses”. 

Another interviewee is 
Uzo Iwobi from 
Swansea, whose children 
are at university, and 
Lucy asks whether she 
has any regrets about 
the work decisions she 
made while her children 
were growing up. 

There is also a 
conversation with ‘Mum 
of The Year’ Sam Weaver 
from Llysfaen, who 
explains how she gained 
her prestigious title? 

At the end of her 
journey, Lucy meets Dr 
Justine Howard from 
Swansea University to 
find out if being at work 
is really harming her 
son’s development - 
something she was very 
nervous about. 

She said: “This was 
an emotional roller¬ 
coaster. My producer 
knew what was coming, 
but I was kept in the 
dark”. 

What was the 
academic verdict? Well, 
the programme will 
explain all. 

Lucy added: “I do 
feel lucky to be living in 
a community like 
Cowbridge, where there 
is such a strong group of 
supportive mums who 
look out for each other. 

“That makes a huge 
difference.”

SCHOOLS in Bridgend county borough 
will get £3.7 million to fund the education 
of less well-off children 

This is the county borough’s share of £106 
million from the Assembly Government to be 
spent over two years. 

Primary schools receiving over £70,000 extra 
in the next Hnancial year include Penybont 
Primary, Pil Primary, Plasnewydd Primary and 
Caerau Primary. 

Among the Comprehensive schools to benefit 
are Maesteg Comprehensive and Brynteg 
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Rick*s Bead Loom 
Demonstrations 
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Comprehensive, which will each receive over 
£200,000 extra. South Wales West Lib Dem 
regional AM, Peter Black claimed that his party’s 
pressure had secured this funding, in exchange 
for “allowing the Welsh Government’s budget to 
pass”. 

He said: “The money will be given to schools as 
part of the Pupil Deprivation Grant, which is a 
Liberal Democrat policy introduced by the party 
in our first budget deal with Labour’s Welsh 
Government in 2012”. 

Each school will receive £1,050 for every pupil 
who has free school meals next year. In 2016, that 
figure will be increased by £100 to £1,150 per 
pupil. Mr Black stated that he had negotiated the 
deal, and added: “As part of the budget deal, the 
Welsh Liberal Democrats have also secured a 
£3.8m extension to the Pupil Deprivation Grant 
to include children under the age of 5. This will 
be worth £300 per pupil. 

“Too often children from poorer backgrounds 
fall behind in school even at an early age so this 
policy is designed to tackle inequalities in our 
education system.”

None more so than the 
Rev David Evans, who 
hailed from Llanybie, but 
who during the revival 
was minister at Hermon 
Chapel, Nolton Street, 
Bridgend. 

In 1907, he and other 
members set up the 
Calvinistic Methodist 
Mission that first met in 
the former Drill Hall in 
Derwen Road on 
February 3, 1907. 

In 1908, the new 
church moved to an 
upper room above 
Charles Jenkins’ garage 
in Nolton Street and was 
for a short time called the 
Nolton Street Mission. 

The Mission had 82 
members, 30 hearers and 
a Sunday School of 120. 
Services were in Welsh 
in the morning and 
English in the evening. 

The new church 



moved quickly to find its 
own premises and on 
July 21, 1908 agreed 
“that a hall be erected not 
to exceed £500”. On 
February 15, 1911 the 
church decided to 
negotiate for a plot at 
Free School Court 
(FSC)that was ‘36 foot at 
the front’. 

A fund to finance the 
new building was opened 
on March 15, 1911 and a 
year later in 1912, a 
tender of £530 was 
accepted from Thomas 
King Davies. 

The church was 
named the Fower 
Mission and the first 
meeting took place at 
Free School Court on 
March 3, 1914. 

Interestingly, the land 
was not bought until May 


1914 with the vendor 
being Jacob Jenkins of 
Aberthaw House, 

Brackla St, Bridgend a 
timber merchant and Rev 
David Evans of 87 
Nolton St and 14 
trustees. 

Rev David Evans 
pastored the church until 
he died in 1946. 
Numbers in the Fower 
Mission declined after 
the Second World War 
and in 1971 there were 
only 15 members. 

Bridgend folk may 
remember Howell Evans 
the colporteur, who had a 
Christian book stall in 
the old indoor town 
market, and who 
worshipped at the church 
during this period. 

On January 20, 1974 
the Rev J Elwyn Davies

agreed to lead the church 
and his arrival, 

leadership and preaching 
led to a resurgence in the 
life of the church and it 
grew further in the 1980s 
under Rev Andrew 

Davies. 

The church changed 
its name to Free School 
Court Evangelical 
Church and numbers 

grew so much to the 
extent that a new 

building seating 200 was 
erected in 1990, designed 
by R Thomas, Sully and 
constructed by Bridgend 
Building Contractors. 

The church continues 
to meet on the site under 
the pastoral oversight of 
Stephen Clark and 
Andrew Hadley 

www.freeschoolcourt.org 
.uk/. It reaches out to the 
local community with the 
same saving message 
preached by the 
revivalist David Evans a 
century earlier. 

It continues to look for 
opportunities to develop 
its work and as in 1914 is 
looking at land in Free 
School Court to grow the 
work further. 

To celebrate its 
centenary at Free School 
Court the church is 
holding a special event at 
3pm on October 12 at the 
church. Everyone is 
warmly invited to come 
and hear more about the 
history of the church and 
the reasons for its 
continued work and 
witness. There will be 
talks, a small exhibition 
and a tea.

DURING the First 
World War, not all 
those who died were 
killed by the enemy: 
306 young soldiers 
received the ultimate 
punishment for 
crimes such as 
^desertion\ 
^cowardice^, falling 
asleep’ or ^striking 
an officer’. 

These young men 
were led out, 
blindfolded, just as 
dawn was breaking, to 
face their own battalion 
and were shot. 

In 2006, a blanket 


pardon was issued for 
the men who died this 
way, following a petition 
that was supported 
strongly by author, 
Robert King. 

In his new book, he 
portrays the military 
lives of the 15 
Welshmen who faced 
this terrifying end.

Memories of a World War 2 
German U-boat commander 


ON September 30, 
captain David 
Cledlyn Jones gave 
a talk to Dinas 
Powys Probus Club 
members recounting 
his continuing 
relationship with 
the family of 
Captain Werner 
Von Hartenstein, 
captain of U-boat 
156 and the 
International 
Association of 
Submariners, who 
had at sometime 
served in U-boat 
156. 

David had previously 
told the club how, after 


torpedoing merchant 
ships in the Battle of the 
Atlantic in World War 
Two, Captain Werner did 
all he could to help 
survivors with food and 
water and directions to 
the nearest land-fall, all 
against the wishes of the 
German military. 

This is how David 
met Von Hartstein after 
his ship was sunk in the 
South Atlantic. U-156 
was itself eventually 
sunk with a total loss of 
life by American 
bombers, while cruising 
on the surface, the bomb 
went straight down the 
open conning tower. 

After the war, David 
published a book 
recording his 30 days in 


a life boat and praising 
the humanitarian acts of 
Von Hartstein. 

He and his wife than 
went to Plauen, 
Hartstein’s home town in 
Bavaria, for research 
into his background. A 
few years later, he had a 
phone call from the 
Naval Association of 
Germany, who were 
celebrating their 
centenary that year, 
suggesting that he 
arrange for the book to 
be translated into 
German. 

The success of the 
second book led to 
David and his wife being 
invited to Bavaria to 
take part in the 
celebrations, which

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included laying wreaths 
at the cenotaph 
recording the names of 
German submariners lost 
in World War Two. 

At the dinner that 
evening, David was 
asked to address the 
1,000 or so ex-mariners 
present on the reasons 
for writing his books, his 
interpreter being the 17- 
year-old son of an 
Admiral, and he was 
then awarded two 
medals in recognition of 
his work in promoting 
goodwill between the 
two nations. 

In Hartstein’s home 
village of Plauen, he laid 
a wreath at the family 
grave which has a 
plaque recording 
Hartstein’s war service. 

Here he met Wolfgang 
Hess, son of Rudolf 
Hess who flew to Britain 
to sue for peace. 

Last August 24, 
family members of 
families of German 
submariners travelled to 
Swansea to see David 
and they laid a wreath at 
the memorial to lost 
sailors and visited 
Swansea sea cadets. 

Every year for the last 
14 years, David has 
returned to Bavaria, 
where he visits schools 
to recount his memories 
of the war, although 
German law now 
prohibits any public 
discussion about the war 
or display of medals, 
unless prior approval has 
been obtained. 

He was ably assisted 
during his talk by 
projectionist Polly 
Davies, who was 
included in the vote of 
thanks given by Keith 
Terry.

IN THE GENERAL ELECTION? 


THE emergence of UKIP as a political 
force makes next year’s general election 
more unpredictable than ever, 
particularly in Wales. 

In May, UKIP won the European elections in the 
United Kingdom returning 24 MEPs - the 
breakdown in Wales showed a Labour win with 
206,332 votes, ahead of UKIP (201,983) and the 
Conservatives (127,742).

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The vote still demonstrated the shock progress 
UKIP has made in Wales in recent years. Political 
pundits used to predict a collapse in UKIP’s vote 
come general elections - but now they are not so 
sure. 

UKIP’s most well known policies are withdrawal 
from the European Union and the introduction of 
tougher immigration measures. 

But now new policies are emerging: At its 
conference recently, it said it wanted to scrap tax for 
people on the minimum wage. The party also said it 
was opposed to bombing in Iraq, despite polls 
indicating a majority of the population is in favour of 
action, but one that maintains the party’s reputation 
of being distinct from the three major parties. 

And on the question of funding, Nigel Earage has 
said that Wales gets a “rotten deal” from 
Westminster. 


Historically, UKIP has attracted Conservative 
eurosceptic voters and in the marginal Vale that 
could also be a factor in the final outcome of next 
May’s parliamentary election. 

In the Vale in the 2010 election, the 
Conservatives’ Alun Cairns won the seat with a vote 
of 20,341 from Labour’s Alana Davies with 16,034. 
The Lib Dems polled 7,403, Plaid Cymru 2,667 and 
UKIP 1,529. 

It is not inconceivable that UKIP could double its 
vote drawing on disaffected Tories - and that Labour 
could attract Liberal Democrat voters disillusioned 
by Nick Clegg’s leadership and his decision to form 
a coalition with the Conservatives. 

If that does happen, the Vale could well be 
looking at another absorbing photo-finish between 
the Conservatives and Labour come May 5, 2015.

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Fincher’s take on Gone Girl is 
acerbic study of relationships 


O NE of cinema’s 
most 

uncompromisi 
ng voices, David 
Fincher, has a 
reputation for being a 
director who knows 
what he wants. 

Critically acclaimed, 
he has spent recent years 
adapting the likes of The 
Curious Case of 
Benjamin Button and 
The Girl With The 
Dragon Tattoo, and his 
latest sees him tackle 
Gillian Flynn’s bestseller 
Gone Girl. 

Ben Affleck plays 
Nick, a man who returns 
home to find his wife 
Amy (Rosamund Pike) 
kidnapped, with a fear 
that she has been 
murdered. Appealing 
for witnesses to come 
forward, Nick is thrust 
into the public eye, and 
with it comes the 
spotlight that shines a 
little too brightly on 
Nick, as his innocence is 
questioned... 

Gone Girl, much like 


last month’s Before I Go 
To Sleep, is adapted 
from a best-selling 
novel, yet another 
example of the literary 
world encroaching onto 
the filmic world, but its 
set-up screams big 
screen adaptation, given 
the subject matter of 
missing persons, secrets 
being unlocked and 
people not being who 
you think they are. 

The choice of David 
Fincher as a director is 
inspired. Fincher is 
known for his cold and 
scalpel-sharp view of the 
world - and these 
elements, including a 
fine cast, coalesce into 
something gripping, 
haunting and incredibly 
acerbic. 

While on the surface 
it’s a film that ticks the 
‘crime’ genre box, once 
the film delves deeper 
into the subject matter, 
you discover it’s a story 
of love turned sour, of 
how we adapt our 
behaviour to suit both 
our needs and the needs 


of other people and how 
perceptions and 
impressions, even from 
afar, can influence 
people’s thinking. 

Both Fincher and 
Affleck have described it 
as a date movie, but it 
would require a pretty 
strong pair to come out 
of this film thinking 
pursuing a relationship 
would be the best thing 
to do; arguably it’s an 
anti-date movie, a film 
that takes a close look at 
the minutiae of a couple 
and scrapes away at it. 

Fincher’s camera is as 
ever coldly calculating 
and ruthlessly efficient, 
as we crisscross from the 
aftermath of Amy’s 
disappearance to the 
stages of her relationship 
with Nick, seeing how 
little grace moments (a 
storm of sugar, the first 
kiss) give way to passive 
aggressive behaviour 
and downright anger as 
their romantic idyll is 
shattered slowly and 
surely, by both 
circumstance and 


behaviour. While 
Fincher ensures you 
never avert your eyes 
from this romantic car 
crash, it’s teamed with a 
story that slowly grips 
and enthrals, as we learn 
more about Amy’s 
disappearance and watch 
as Nick’s role appears to 
move from upset 
husband to possible 
killer. 

Gillian Flynn, 
adapting from her own 
book, does a superb job 
of trimming off the 
superfluous edges of her 
source material and 
cutting to the real meat 
of the story. 

What is satisfying, as 
someone who hasn’t 
read the book, is how 
the film plays much 
deeper than the story 
suggests, Flynn 
highlighting how we 
transform ourselves 
depending on either the 
needs of ourselves or 
other people; how well 
do we really know 
someone, is what attracts 
us to someone who they

It’s embellished with 
some wonderful 
performances - Ben 
Affleck, as the weary, 
put-upon Nick, makes 
him feel like a real and 
rounded character, 
hinting that underneath 
his everyman persona 
there is a slightly darker 
hue, while Rosamund 
Pike delivers what is 
easily her best 
performance to date, 
showing an incredible 
range as Amy goes from 
victim to possible 
instigator.

In support, Carrie

while small but pivotal 
turns from Neil Patrick 
Harris, Tyler Perry and 
Scoot McNairy are pitch 
perfect. 

It isn’t flawless, as 
even though the film 
manages to ride out the 
aftermath of the big 
reveal, it does flounder 
towards a conclusion 
that, although playing 
realistically, perhaps 
doesn’t offer a definitive 
full stop, while there are 
a few plot holes that 
linger, but these 


grumbles aside. Gone 
Girl still makes for a 
difficult, but 
tremendously engaging, 
viewing experience, a 
page turner brought to 
vivid life. 

VERDICT: A harsh 
look at relationships and 
how we present 
ourselves, with a healthy 
dose of thriller to boot.

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Eileen (93) revisits 
Nazi horror camp 



ON the day of the Scottish 
Referendum, 93-year-old local 
resident Eileen Younghusband, 
a World War Two Filter Room 
Officer, revisited Fort 
Breendonk in Belgium. 

She was reliving the memories of 
serving at the fort three days after the 
end of the war, as a young female 
RAF officer of 25. 

Eileen was able to speak several 
languages, so was given the task of 
taking parties of servicemen into the 
prison, so that the barbaric condition 
prisoners of war were subjected to 
would never be forgotten. 

The fort had been used as a holding 
camp for Jews, prior to being sent to 
Auschwitz. Subsequently it became a 
concentration camp. 

The conditions there were 
inhumane and Eileen recounted some 
of those experiences as she went 
around the fort with a group from the 
Barry RAE Association during a stay 
close by at Steenbergen in Holland. 

In a surprise visit, Eileen was able 
to meet the Eort Breendonk Director 
and learned that the Director already 
had her book which captured some of 
those moments of days at the prison, 
‘One Woman’s War’. 

As she went around the fort, the 
sights and smells came back to her. 

In one cell, the shackles which 
secured the prisoners were clearly 
evident. A picture of Christ was 


marked on the wall of one cell, drawn 
with that person’s own blood. 

Many prisoners did not leave the 
fort and were executed at the rear. 

The 10 execution posts still remain 
with the bullet holes to remind 
everyone of the macabre deeds of 
those days gone by. 

The remains of three gallows was 
also a stark reminder to fort visitors of 
the gruesome deeds that went on. A 
plaque on the wall nearby lists the 
names of those executed during those 
dark days. 

The torture room provided a visual 
memory of the suffering that took 
place so many years ago; also the yard 
where prisoners were forced to pass 
their days doing hard labour. 

The striking picture of a dwarf who 
was imprisoned is a stark reminder 
that those who were different were 
targeted by the Nazis. 

Eor Eileen Younghusband, this was 
a moving visit of a time in her young 
life when she had to face the now 
imprisoned fort guards, who then 
became the inmates, at the end of the 
war. 

She recounted being spat upon 
during those daily trips to the fort, to 
show people around. Eor Eileen the 
visit was a poignant reminder of an 
episode in her young life so many 
years ago - but one that has still left 
its mark.

Refugees from ‘plucky little 
Belgium’ arrive in Porthcawl 



AT 8.10pm on 
October 9,1914, the 
train bringing the 
first 29 Belgian 
refugees to 

Porthcawl pulled 
into the railway 
station to 

enthusiastic cheers. 

In early September, 
Porthcawl, as with many 
councils in the country, 
had offered a home to the 
refugees as soon as their 
plight was made known. 

Fleeing the advance of 
the German Army 
through Belgium, 

250,000 refugees sought 
refuge in Britain during 
the war, with 
approximately 6,000 
coming to Wales. 

Many towns and 
villages wanted to play 
their part in the war effort 
and helping ‘plucky little 
Belgium’ fulfilled that 
desire. Further, David 
Lloyd George had 
referred to Belgium in a 
speech, promoting the 
‘rights of little five-foot 
nations’ which found a 
special resonance with 
the Welsh people. 

The first refugees to 
arrive in Wales arrived in 
Cardiff on September 2. 
By the middle of 
December, nearly 4,500 
had been received and 
accommodated 
throughout the 


principality. By the end 
of October, the 17 males, 
19 females and 20 
children (56 refugees in 
total) who had arrived in 
Porthcawl were 

temporarily billeted 

throughout the town in 
10 homes. 

On October 26, the 
Porthcawl Rest Home 
received 29 male Belgian 
refugees, paid for by 
Pentyrch and Cardiff 
refugee funds. 

These men sought 
refuge in Britain as a 
result of the Belgian 
government encouraging 
men to leave Belgium to 
avoid possibly working 
for their German captors; 
26 of these men were 
later transferred to the 
Southerndown Rest 

Home the following 
January, while one Peter 
Sprengel, from Ghent, 
remained to look after 
the boiler and Henri Van 
Niewrwenhuzze and 
Charles van Vaerenbergh 
from Sint-Andries, near 
Bruges, returned home to 
join the Belgian Army. 

Within a month, offers 
to house the original 56 
Porthcawl town refugees 
in their own furnished 
accommodation were 
sought from local 
residents. A local 
Belgian Refugee 

Committee was set up to 
manage their welfare and 


the much-needed refugee 
fund. 

A variety of charity 
events, plus agreed 
weekly subscriptions, 
helped to raise the money 
needed to support the 
refugees in 

accommodation, food, 
clothing and transport. 

The children were 
placed in local schools, 
the refugees were 
welcomed at Waddle’s 
Hall Catholic Church, the 
local newspapers ran a 
weekly Flemish column 
and the men were soon to 
be found employment. 

‘Messrs Jennings & 
Co, the well known 
timber merchants, have 
very kindly placed a 
workshop at the 
committee’s disposal and 
have, also, given a 
quantity of wood for six 
cabinet makers to 
commence work at an 
early ’(’Porthcawl 
News’ October 1914.) 

The Refugee 

Committee then made an 
appeal for tools for the 
workshop. The cabinets, 
bureaus, sideboards, etc, 
that were crafted were 
then auctioned off and 
the money raised was 
also used for the benefit 
of the refugees. 

In essence, by 
September 1915 the 
refugees were becoming 
self-sufficient. So 



successful was the 
employment scheme in 
Porthcawl that the 
authorities praised the 
town, stating that 
‘Porthcawl was the only 
place in the Kingdom 
that had a self- 
supporting scheme.’ 
(Porthcawl News’ March 
1915.) 

One of their most 
memorable creations, 
which have since become 
a lasting legacy to their 
craftsmanship, are the 
choir stalls at All Saints’ 
Church. Later in the 
1920s, remembrance 
plaques to the fallen were 
to be added. 

For the rest of the war, 
the refugees integrated 
seamlessly into 

Porthcawl life, while 
striving to maintain their 
own culture. 

The refugees are 
reported in the local 
newspaper as leaving in 
February 1919. 

The rest of the news 
for October, reported in 
the press, followed in the 
wake of the Belgian 
refugees’ arrival. Yet it is 
nonetheless interesting to 
modem day readers. 

The Pavilion states 
that having found it 


difficult to ‘obtain good 
companies’ Mr G 
Darrell, manager had 
purchased an ‘electrical 
plant, together with 
appliances, for the 
projection of high-class 
pictures.’ (’Porthcawl 
News’ October 1914.) 
Belgian refugees enjoyed 
free entry to the Pavilion 
throughout the war. 

Recruitment 
throughout the Bridgend 
area was so successful 
that it was decided to 
appoint a paid recmiting 
officer. The man 
appointed was a 
Lieutenant J German of 
the 5th Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment. Alongside his 
appointment came the 
concern over billeting. 

The high numbers of 
men enlisting was 
beginning to impinge on 
the hospitality of the 
residents of Porthcawl 
once more, leading to a 
weekly rate of 17/6d per 
soldier being offered to 
anyone willing to cater 
for the men. 

Further, a musketry 
camp was held at 
Newton for 200 men who 
were ‘to stay until they 


were proficient.’ 

On Friday, October 
23, Private Wally Mertz, 
Cycle Corps, left for the 
front. Having survived 
Gallipoli in August 1915, 
2nd Lieutenant Walter 
Mertz, now of the Royal 
Engineers, was killed in 
1916. While seeking 
billets for his men in 
Northampton, his 

motorbike collided with 
a police car. Walter 
Mertz was of German 
descent.

LAST weekend saw 
Cosmeston Lake as 
the focal point for a 
day of multisport 
training. The 


country park, 
situated between 
Penarth and Sully, 
is now a designated

Reserve and was 
once a commercial 
limestone quarry 
between 1880 and 
1970. 

Many local families 
turned up to experience a 
morning of kayaking on 
the beautiful lake, which 
is also home to many 
swans and ducks. 
Sensibly, a number of 


families came in wet 
suits in order to avoid the 
imminent wet bottom 
scenario. The Barry 
Scout group was also out 
in force enjoying the 
perfectly calm conditions 
to experience kayaking 
for the first time. 

Following a morning 
of kayaking, I moved on 
to hosting a multisport 
training session in 
preparation for the 
upcoming Mini Burn at 
Margam Park on October 
11, and the Cardiff Burn 
at Llandaff Rowing Club

on October 26. 

Participants from as 
far afield as Coventry 
arrived and we began 
with an hour of 
orienteering training, 
both theory and practical, 
using the permanent 
orienteering course that 
has been set up around 
the Park by the South 
Wales Orienteering Club. 

The use of maps, both 
Ordinance Survey and 
orienteering maps were 
new to most of them, as 
well as the use of the 
compass, but all 
progressed quickly and 
managed to find the 
check points. 

Then we headed back 
to the lake for a 90 
minute introduction to 
the sit-on-top kayaking 
course that allowed the 
participants to practice 
all strokes and to become 
used to the different 
positions in the kayak. 
We used both single and 
double kayaks for this 
session. 

Ollie, our only junior 
on the course, seemed 
more interested in 
swimming the length of 
Cosmeston, so father Les 
had his work cut out 
trying to keep a check on 
his whereabouts. 

The real fun then 
began as we moved on to 
practicing transition 
training, which meant 
Les and Ollie amongst 
others, had to practise 
transition from bike to 
kayak to run to kayak and 


back to bike again as 
quickly as possible. Due 
to the excitement, we had 
a few splashes in the 
water as teams tried their 
luck at getting in and out 
of the kayak as quickly as 
possible at the same time. 

Moving at a fast pace 
we then spend 20 
minutes learning about 
emergency bike repairs. 
There is nothing worse 
that facing a flat tyre 
during a race and not 
knowing how to fix it. 

As if that wasn’t 
enough, we concluded 
the day with a practice 
Burn event around 
Cosmeston Park. It 
followed roughly the 
same order as a Burn 
event beginning with a 
run, then a kayak and 
then a bike orienteering 
phase. We even used the 
electronic training 
equipment so 

participants could get 
used to the check point 
controls and timing 
chips. 

After a multisport day 
everyone was exhausted 
but pleased with their 
progress and are now 
raring to take part in the 
upcoming Mini Burn and 
Cardiff Bum events. 

Murphy, our canine 
marshal, as well as 
handler Chris Daw, were 
also out offering a hand 
to run the day. If you’re

A week of TEC late, she is a completely 
different kitten, bright eyed and full of mischief. 

Sadly, this isn’t a unique case. We are frequently 
contacted about cats and kittens which have been 
found dumped in boxes or simply abandoned and 
left to roam by their owners. 

To date this year, we have rehomed over 1,040 
cats and kittens. Despite this, we have 173 cats and 
kittens, in our care and 273 waiting to come in for 
rehoming. 

Some of these cats have come into our care for 
genuine reasons outside of people’s control. On the 
other hand, a lot of them are simply unwanted cats 
and kittens, where the need for rehoming could 
have been avoided by responsible ownership.

The anticipated arrival 
time at the Barrage is 
11.30am, where more 
people are expected to 


join in. A spokesperson 
said: “Supporters are 
welcome to join the walk 
at its start, along the 
route, or meet up at the 
barrage.

‘LIBRARIES BATTLE 
GOES ON’ 


campaigners warn 


CAMPAIGNERS battling 
against cuts to Vale library 
services have vowed to 
continue their fight - 
despite a Vale Council 
meeting voting in favour of 
proposals to cut hours at 
four major libraries, and 
recruit volunteers to run 
the remaining five 
community libraries. 

“The council was split on the 
decision - with 25 voting to 
support what they called 


‘innovative proposals’, and 18 
voting to ‘express concern at 
proposals to cut opening hours and 
an over-reliance on volunteers, 
instead of professional library 
staff,” said Plaid Cymru councillor 
Ian Johnson, who moved the 
motion against the cuts. 

He called for the Vale public to 
make their views on the cuts 
known in the next consultation - 
which will ask for the public’s 
opinion on the cuts to opening 
hours, voluntary libraries and 
moving the St Athan library. 

“There is substantial concern 


about the impact of these changes 
upon the Vale library service, 
which is held in high regard. 

“We have 20 per cent more 
regular users of libraries in the 
Vale than the Wales or UK 
average; 96 per centof people 
surveyed think that this is a good 
service and 95 per cent think that 
the current opening hours are 
good. 

“But this is all under threat by 
plans to cut opening hours and 
have volunteer-run libraries.

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Health and education twin priorities for Wales 


L ast week, I 
presented the 
Welsh 

Government’s 
Draft Budget for 
2015-16 to the 
Senedd - at the 
start of a process 
which will enable 
all Assembly 
Members, their 
committees and our 
partners in the 
NHS, local 
government and the 
third sector, to 
scrutinise and 
respond to the 
proposals. 

In the introduction to 
my statement, I 
reminded Assembly 
Members of the difficult 
financial circumstances 
we are in, as a result of 
ongoing austerity 
measures, which include 


major cuts to our budget 
by the UK Government. 

The Welsh 

Government Budget in 
2015-16 will be nearly 
10 per cent lower overall 
in real terms compared 
to 2010-11. 

This means more than 
£1.5bn removed from 
the Welsh public purse 
for the services we are 
responsible for - 
education, health, social 
services, transport, the 
environment, housing, 
culture and sport. 

In my statement, I 
said that the long period 
of sustained reductions 
has had an impact on all 
our services - even those 
we have been able to 
protect. 

Alongside reducing 
budgets, there is an 
increase in demand for 
our services, particularly 
for the elderly and their 
carers. 

There is also clear 


evidence that the more 
we can invest in 
‘preventative services’ to 
reduce need, to intervene 
early before problems 
become insurmountable 
and to break down 
barriers and boundaries 
to enable agencies and 
professionals to work 
more closely together, 
the better we can 
manage these 
constrained budgets. 

Over the spring and 
summer, I have been 
meeting people who 
work in the front-line in 
our public services 
across Wales, to learn 
from them first-hand 
about the needs they are 
experiencing and the 
challenges they face. 

Their response has 
been constructive, 
realistic and positive, 
showing their 
commitment to the 
people they serve and 
their determination to 


protect and support the 
services they deliver. 

EXTRA 

FUNDING 

INVESTING in our 
Health Service is a 
priority of this Welsh 
Government. That is 
what the people of 
Wales expect. 

That was the headline 
message of my Draft 
Budget last week and I 
backed this up by 
announcing nearly half a 
billion pounds of extra 
funding for the NHS in 
Wales over this year and 
next. 

This decision came as 
a result of the evidence 
provided by the Nuffield 
Trust, an independent 
foundation, which 
analysed the financial 
position of the health 
service in Wales - 
resulting in a report 
published earlier this 
year which gave a very 
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clear message. 

It said that a 
sustainable NHS is 
within our grasp, 
provided we make the 
necessary improvements 


to productivity and 
service delivery, on the 
back of the additional 
investment of £425m 
that I announced as part 
of the Draft Budget. 

I also made it clear in 
my Draft Budget that 
local government has a 
vital role to play in 
delivering our local 
services, and I 
announced an additional 
£10m in recognition of 
the pressures faced by 
social services. 

This highlights the 
important relationship 
between health and 
social care, which is 
vital to improve the 
services we give to 
vulnerable people, 
particularly the elderly, 
integrating health and 
social care at a local 
level. 

Last week, I also 
announced that we have 
reached an agreement 
with the Welsh Liberal 


Democrats on this Draft 
Budget, to reflect our 
shared priorities for 
investing in our young 
people. 

Under the agreement, 
the Pupil Deprivation 
Grant (PDG) will rise 
from £918 to £1,050 per 
pupil next year and then 
to £1,150 in 2016-17, 
also extending the PDG 
to the under-fives in our 
schools. 

This will give 
certainty to our schools 
in the Vale who have 
been awaiting the Draft 
Budget announcement. 
The PDG is allocated to 
schools based on the 
number of pupils eligible 
for free school meals, 
helping to breaking the 
link between educational 
attainment and 
disadvantage. 

We have also agreed 
to set up a new youth 
concessionary fares 
scheme for 16 and 17 


year olds to help them 
access work and training 
and have mitigated cuts 
to apprenticeships by 
£10m over the next two 
years. 

Housing is also a 
priority of the Welsh 
Government with £37m 
allocated towards our 
affordable housing land 
scheme, our (empty) 
Houses into Homes 
programme, home 
improvement loans and 
social housing grant. 

The tough choices and 
decisions we have made 
will be debated and 
discussed over the 
coming weeks but the 
feedback is clear that 
people want us to 
support and improve our 
Health Service and our 
schools - those are the 
priorities in this Budget 
for Wales. 


School closure 
plan goes to 
the High Court 


A regional Conservative AM 
has welcomed news that the 
High Court is to scrutinise the 
decision by Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) to 
close Tynyrheol School, 
Llangeinor. 

Byron Davies has again met 
campaigners in the village who are 
fighting to save the school from being 
closed, along with Betws Primary 
School, and replaced with a new joint 
school at Betws. 

Mr Davies has already challenged 
BCBC over the way in which it 
conducted the consultation into the 
closure plans, including the fact that 
no regional AMs were consulted, 
although they are statutory consultees. 

He has since received an apology 
from chief executive Darren Mepham 
and an assurance that the council has 
now changed the way in which it 
consults to ensure that regional AMs, 
who have equal powers to 


constituency AMs, are fully involved 
in all consultations in future. 

At the meeting with campaigners, 
Mr Davies was told that a judicial 
review into BCBC’s decision is taking 
place at the High Court in Cardiff on 
December 8 and 9. The action is being 
brought by parent Ceri McCann. 

Parents are arguing that the council 
failed to adhere to the provisions of 
the School Organisation Code in the 
way in which it consulted and made 
statements about the educational 
benefits of closing the school which 
were not backed up by any evidence. 

Mr Davies, who is a Conservative 
regional AM for South Wales West, 
said: “I was unhappy with the way that 
the council handled consultation into 
closing this school. 

“I welcome the fact that the whole 
issue is to be scrutinised at this court 
hearing and that the council’s 
arguments for closure will be 
subjected to detailed investigation. 

“It will be interesting to see if they 
stand up in a court of law.” 


Police appeal after 
boy (11) is attacked 


POLICE are appealing for 
information after a boy was 
assaulted at around 4.50pm on 
Saturday, September 20, on 
Southerndown Road near 
Southerndown Cricket Club. 

A police spokeswoman reported: 
“Four boys, aged between nine and 
11 years of age, had been sat on a 
wall at Southerndown Cricket Club 
while their parents were at the cricket 
pavilion a short distance away. 

“The boys were waving at passing 
vehicles to see who would wave 
back, and throwing small chocolate 
sweets on to the road, to see if they 
could get vehicles to squash them. 

“One of the boys threw a 
chocolate which accidentally hit a 
passing vehicle. The driver of the 
vehicle braked sharply and reversed 
back up the road. 

“On seeing the car reverse the 
boys jumped off the wall and back 
into the grounds of the cricket club. 

“One of the boys, aged 11, was 
pulled off the wall by an adult male 
who then punched him twice to the 
face. The man then got back into his 
car and drove off in the direction of 


the Three Golden Cups in 
Southerndown. 

“The 11-year-old boy suffered a 
black eye, a bloody nose and a 
swollen lip.” 

The man is described as being 
white, aged about 30-40 years of age 
and wearing a white top and shorts 
that were a darker colour than the 
top. 

He was believed to have been 
driving a white Nissan Elgrand. 
Police are appealing to the driver to 
come forward to assist with enquiries 
into the incident.

One that caught the eye of 
Bridgend MP Madeleine Moon 
recently was from Community 
Furniture Aid, based in Pyle. The 
charity collects unwanted furniture 
and household items and recycles 
them to furnish homes for people in 
need. 

Led by Julian and Marianne Cash, 
it has over 20 volunteers who organise 
the collection and distribution of 
items across the county borough. 

A small payment is required for 
those taking the furniture and other 
items to cover the cost of delivery and 
storage. 

The charity at present hires a van 
two days a week for collection and 
deliveries. 

Madeleine said: “The charity 
provides furniture to a wide variety of 


people including young people 
leaving care, people fleeing domestic 
violence or leaving prison, referred by 
Social Services, Probation or 
Women’s Aid. 

“It was wonderful to see how 
household goods that previously may 
have gone to landfill can help people 
rebuild their lives. 

“I was impressed to hear that 
between five and seven homes are 
provided with furniture a week. 
Community Furniture Aid volunteers 
are encouraged to learn new skills and 
for some the charity has provided a 
passport into employment. 

“There is a constant demand for 
furniture, household equipment, 
bedding and towels.”

‘Reform vital to 
save the NHS’ 


W ITHOUT 
wishing to 
get 

embroiled in the 
school playground 
tiff about whether 
the Welsh or 
English NHS is 
better, the subject is 
worthy of serious 
debate as it affects 
all of us. 

The NHS, at point of 
delivery, is in most cases 
an excellent service, but 
we tend to only hear 
about things that go 
wrong. The brutal truth 
is that whichever part of 
the UK you are in, the 
NHS in its current 
format is unsustainable. 

An increasing and 
ageing population has 
put intolerable pressures 
on the system which 
fundamentally, has not 
changed since its 
inception in 1948. 

Think of the changes 
that have taken place 
since then! 

Unless there is a huge 
increase in taxation to 
cover the additional 
costs, the whole system 
will grind to a halt 
without reform. 

Elsewhere in the UK, 
the health budget is ring- 
fenced, so the money 
cannot be spent 
elsewhere. 

The Assembly, in its 
infinite wisdom, 
removed this safeguard, 
so now the money goes 
into the central pot and 
can be spent on schools 
or roads or vanity 
projects like buying 
airports. 

Can it be fixed? Yes, 
but not in the short term 
and not without making 
changes which will be 


unpopular. 

Other than 
reintroduction of 
prescription charges, 
other measures which 
might need to be 
considered are 
withholding treatment 
from patients deemed to 
bear responsibility for 
their own condition - 
smoking, drinking, over¬ 
eating, for example. 
Wastage has to be cut in 
all areas. 

Will it be fixed? Not 
unless there is the 
political will to do it and 
as cuts don’t buy votes, 
the answer is almost 
certainly no. 

The NHS is close to 
collapse, with an 
overspend of £500 
million in the first three 
months of the financial 
year - with Wales 
particularly affected by 
the number of doctors 
leaving it. 

Simply throwing more 
money at it does not 
solve the problem - 
fundamental reform is 
required.
